This home 
should not be confused with the chil- 
dren’s shelter on Ross Flats, which is 
also under the Children’s Aid society, 
but which is financed by the city and! 
government authorities jointly and 
which provides for neglected and de- 
linquent children under the children’s 
act. The home on the South Side Is to 
protect and care for the children of 
broken homes, that is, where only one} 
parent is left, to maintain the chil- 
dren, When, in the absence of that 
parent out earning the means to do 
s0, the children would be uncared for, 
and exposed to all the dangers children 
meet under such conditions, 

This home has been in existence 
over eight years, and the Children's 
Aid society find that the need for such 
a home is increasing. They also find 
it difficult to meet the applications for 
vacancies, Starting with ten children 
the home now accommodates fifty a 
month, Each case before being ad- 
mitted, is investigated, the parent pays 
on the basis of what is“earned, and | 
the sum varies from $5 to $8.* The 
actual cost of the living of a child is 
$12 a month, this not Including ov- 
erhead expenses.

Soldier Settlement Board Will 


Clear Large Areas in Prairie 
Provinces 
i oe 
— 
Ottawa, October, 14. The Soldier | 
Settlement Board of Canada, will 
clear by fire, considerable areas of 


scrub lands in the Prairie Provinces, 
and make them ayailable for soldier | 
settlement. These landg are of good 
agriculture quality but are covered 
with scrub or brush, and the Board | 
proposes to clear them by the ef- | 
ficient use of controlled fires on a 
codipretrensive scale. Cost of this 
operation is estimated at from $1.00 
to $2.00 per acre. The land will be 
disposed of to soldier settlers for the 
cost of clearing. 

Some nreliminary experiments | 
have already been carried on by the 
Board through the Topographical 
Surveys Branch of the Dept. of the 
Interior, and further inwestigation of 
suitable tracts will be made. Ordin- 
arily two fires would be necessary. 
The first fire kills the trees, the sec- 
ond cleans up the dead and fire-kil- 
led timber and converts the land into 
open prainie. A considerable area 
known as “brule”’ 
country, that is, land that has been 
already overrun by fire and the bush 
or timber fire-killed, Another fire 
will completely clean up the land. 

These operations must take place 
in the spring before the frost is out of 
the ground. “his is particularly nec- 
essary in the case of a second burning 
when the fire is more intense than in 
is the case of the burning of green 
bush, successive years. but the policy 
of the Board opens up inviting pos- 
sibilities for land settlement. When 
the burning is done at the proper 
geason, the control of the fire is 
comparatively easy. The soil on lands 
of this character, which are usually 
in the northern or middle northern 
portions of the Western Provinces, 
fs exceptionally fertile, and the rain- 
fall ia ample.

From the time 
Tawatinaw Valley is entered, the tra- 
veler on the railway inevitably gets 
the impression of a poor country, sand 
jand Jack pine being much tn evidence.

On the occasion of a recent yisit to 
Athabasca, at the invitation of the 
|Board of Trade there, I had the op- 
porftinity of driving through the coun- 
{try in many directions, I found a coun- 
ltry differing radically from that vis- 
ifble from either the railway of the 
| Edmonton Trail. 

Country Well Scttled 

The country through which I drove 
{s well settled, and evidence is abun- 
dant that the farmers appreciate their 
opportunities and intend to make the 
most of them. A large amount of land 
has already been brought under cul- 
tivation, many quite large fields of 
new breaking were seen, and in many 
other cases clearing operations were 
under way with a view to further 
breaking next year. The buildings are 
above the average for a new country 
Live stock is visible everywhere, and 
is almost invariably ofe creditabl 
quality. There are abundant indica- 
tlona that the majority of the 
settled in the country are good farm- 
ers, that they are there to stay, that 
they have made unusually rapid pro- 
gress along sound mixed farming lines 
and that they are on the high road to 
proeperity. 

Thoro is still an element there com- 
mon to all new districts, who are hold- 
ing land without making any serious 
effort to develop it. Further progress 
will take place as these men sell out 
their holdings to real farmers who 
will go In and develop it. This land 
ia probably the beet value to be found 
in Alberta today, which is to say that 
it is the best land for the money to be 
found on hte American continent. I 
was shown very desirable land with 
|a large part clear or easily cleared, In 
some cases with some improvements, 
and within five or six miles from a 
shipping point, which could be bought 
at from $10 to $15 an acre, 

Some Fine Yiclds 

This land is possibly not quite so 
good aa our best land around Edmon- 
ton. There is little or no black soll!, 
the prevailing soll being a_ loose, 
eastly-worked, whitish clay, changing 
in places to a chocolate-colored loam. 
While this so!l may not be so desir- 
able as our black loam, fudged by 
the evidence of what it will produce 
it leaves little to be desired. I never 
saw anywhere, any season, better 
crop than YI saw in stook around Atha- 


basca, grown on this white clay. I
